Senate Bill No. 261. by 
State Senator Robert Lago- 
marsino. Republican of Ven- 
tura County, recently be­ 
came a law It doubles the 
previous penalty for killing 
or wounding a condor so 
that now the maximum pen­ 
alty is one thousand dollars 
or six months in a county 
jail Although the bill was 
supported principally by or­ 
nithologists (bird experts) 
and the Audobon Society 
members, my reasons for 
supporting the bill were di­ 
rectly related to the prob­ 
lems of man in space flight. 
Since thousands of people, 
who live in or near the 46th 
Assembly District, are em­ 
ployed by defense industries 
and research organizations 
related to space flight, the 
condor is more important 
than might appear at a 
glance.

The American condor is a 
very large bird which re­ 
sembles a vulture. Actually 
it is one of the largest and 
most powerful of all flying 
birds. It sometimes attacks 
living animals but feeds pre­ 
ferably on carrion. In Amer­ 
ica, it is a fast-disappearing 
species. It is believed that 
there are at least 23 still

although some naturalists 
guess that there may be 
more.

The exact number of con­ 
dors in existence is un­ 
known because the condor 
prefers to live in the most 
inaccesible spots imagin­ 
able Other than Ventura! 
County, the only other lo-j 
cale for condors of which I 
have any knowledge is the 
Andes, the great mountain 
system which extends the 
full length of the western 
part of South America. Even 
down there the condor pre­ 
fers the peaks of the moun­ 
tains. Its wing span averages 
at least 23 feet, hence a man 
who has a Ph.D. degree in 
ornithology (birds) is usual­ 
ly bright enough to avoid 
getting too chummy with 
condors.
